FIRST EVER 50 MHz ALL AFRICA AWARD 


Tjerk Lammers ZS6P, the League’s Award Manager, reported that the first ever 
50 MHz AA Award has just been issued to Hal Lund ZS6WB. It took Hal just 
over 15 years to complete the required 31 contacts. 


Congratulations Hal! 


The SARL issues a range of awards to recognise operating achievement. In 
common with other awards, these awards help operators to set goals and to 
improve their operating skills and stations. 


The All Africa Award is the most popular of the League s awards by a long shot. 
Since 1950, when the first certificate was claimed by R G P Holmes G6RH, 
over 1500 of these certificates have been issued. Around a third of applications 
nowadays are from Japan. 


The requirements are simple: an applicant must prove having made contacts 
with all South Africa call areas (ZS1 to ZS6) and a further 25 countries on the 
African continent. 


AAA is free to League members, but is a really worth while challenge. Most 
DXers would concede that it is more challenging than DXCC. For a ZS station, it 
is certainly achievable, because of our proximity to most of the required stations. 


The certificate is a great addition to any stations wall. Several milestones 
remain unreached. For example, who will be the first applicant on RTTY? Who 
will be the first to claim a Satellite endorsement? 


Why not make the All Africa Award a target for this coming year? With im- 
proving conditions and lots of activity in Africa, the target is attainable, but 
certainly worth while.

The next QSO PARTY will take place during the first Thursday of April 2002. 
Details of this event will be submitted closer to the time. 
WORKED ALL ZS: AN INTERESTING OPERATING GOAL 


One of the League’s premier operating awards is Worked All ZS. The entry level 
is at 100 callsigns, but awards for higher levels are also now available. So far, 
WAZS-200, WAZS-300 and WAZS-400 have been claimed, and there is a trophy 
available for the first WAZS-500 claimant. 


The 100 callsigns for the initial application must represent the six call areas in 
the ratio of their respective amateur populations. Only one contact from ZS3, 
the least populous call area, is required, while 56 callsigns in the ZS6 area must 
be worked. 


Chasing WAZS is fun. While looking for the required 100 QSL cards, one will 
make new acquaintances, learn about interesting places and generally have a 
good time. 


Single band and mode endorsements are available. Thus far, endorsements for 
Phone, SSB, CW, 7 MHz, 14 MHz and 50 MHz have been claimed. 


Interestingly, WAZS has been claimed from all continents except Asia. Perhaps 
the most noteworthy is Roy Watson ZL4BO. Despite the difficult trans-polar 
propagation path, Roy claimed the award as far back as 1971. 


To assist those chasing the various WAZS programmes, the Awards Manager 
is organising a number of activity periods for ZS stations. As from January 
2002, these activity periods will run for an hour, from 16:00 UTC on the first 
Saturday and Sunday of every month. 


As the higher bands (14 MHz and up) will involve mainly back- scatter signals, 
it is suggested that all stations beam north- west. The following frequencies will 
be used as centres of activity: 28290, 21190, 14140 and 7090 kHz. Obviously, 
activity will spread a few kHz on either side of these frequencies. Hopefully, 
the choice of frequencies will minimise unwanted attention, and South Africans 
should be able to work one another, even with weak backscatter signals. 


Operators pursuing other bands and modes (perhaps the WARC bands or CW) 
can obviously request others to move to those modes or bands, or even make 
schedules at times more appropriate for those bands. 


An article with QSLing and operating tips will appear in RadioZS and on the 
Web site shortly. 


Even if you are not chasing WAZS, please assist those that are by responding 
to all QSL requests! 


PEARS VHF/UHF CONTEST IN JANUARY 


As announced previously, the Port Elizabeth Amateur Radio Society’s annual 
VHF/UHF contest will take place over the weekend 25 to 27 January 2002. 
One of the new categories in the contest, the MULTI-OPERATOR STATION, 
permits operation of a single station by a number of operators, all using the 
same call sign as for a CLUB STATION. 


There is also a new category for digital modes. 


Clubs are asked to include this item in several of their local weekly bulletins in 
order to reach as many potential participants as possible.
